
Attachment 2 – Disposal Checklist: Onsite Burial 

Site Selection of the Burial Area 

 Is the burial area close to the mortality site to avoid 

unnecessary transport of carcasses that may spread disease? 

 

 Is the area at a location accessible by large trucks if cover 

materials will be transported to the site from off-farm sources? 

 

 Has an adequately sized area(s) been identified? 

 

 Is the disposal site located on a relatively flat area (less than 

2% slope) with low permeability soils? 

 

 Has the location of all buried utilities been mapped for the 

proposed burial area(s)? 

 

 Is the area(s) on a well-drained location that is not subject to 

run-off or ponded water, and is outside of the 100-year 

floodplain and wetlands? 

 

 Is the area at least 500 feet from homes, 1,000 feet from 

primary highways, 500 feet from a secondary highway, and 

300 feet from any other road? 

 

 Is the area within a designated wellhead protection area for a 

public water supply well, within 1,000 feet of a public water 

supply well or within 500 feet of a private drinking water well? 

 

 Is the seasonal high groundwater static water table at least 15 

feet below ground surface? 
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
